Not less than twen- 
ty-four additional fatal cases of sunstroke 
are reported to-day. The mortality at- 
tending the present heated term is the se- 
verest ever cansed by scolar heat in 
New York. On Saturday last the maxi- 
mum reached by the mereury was nine- 
ty-four degrees; Sunday, ninety-cight 
degrees; Monday, ninety-nine degrees;

Sin: As the season of political excite-
